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SULPHUR SUPPLY. 


The Domestic Output Has Been Very 
Largely Increased. 


Louisiana Now Producing for Both Eastern and Western Con- 
sumers, While Some Product Has Been Sent Abroad 
—The Quantity of Sulphur to Be Obtained — 

No Break in Sicilian Prices Yet. 


Recent changes in the sulphur market have proved of 
unusual interest to paper manufacturers, especially to those 
located in the Eastern section of the country. The great 
increase in the domestic supply is responsible for this in- 
terest. As has already been stated in Tue Paper Trape 
JourNaL, the Louisiana product has invaded the Eastern 
market and is now going regularly to the leading paper 
making centres. Notwithstanding the evident change in the 
source of supply the price on Sicilian brimstone has not 
broken materially. Last week, according to reports circu- 
lated in New York, the quotations fell off $1 per ton, This 
report, the importers say, had no foundation in fact, being 
circulated, they suspect, by the refiners who are always 
bears in the brimstone market. The regular asking price 
is now $21.75, although some lots were sold in competition 
last week as low as $21.60. The maintenance of the quo- 
tation at $21,75 is considered remarkable, in view of the 
great increase in the supply. The newcomers in the market 
say that they are not obliged to cut prices to get business 
and the Anglo-Sicilian Company has not, as yet, shown any 
disposition to lower its quotations. That some changes are 
imminent in the brimstone market is a foregone conclusion ; 
a readjustment of prices or production or both are con- 
sidered necessary to meet the new conditions. 

The immense production of the Union Sulphur Company, 
of Louisiana, and the establishment of a line of four boats, 
running regularly to New York, is a guarantee that the 
Eastern paper mills can get their supply from that source 
as have the mills in the Northwest for the past three years 
These boats are now unloading at New York at the rate 
of 10,000 tons of sulphur per month. The company re- 
cently made a few shipments abroad, finding that it could 
compete easily with the Sicilian product in the markets on 
the northern seaboard of Europe. The freight rate from 
New York to the Baltic ports, it seems, is no higher than 
that from Sicily to the same ports. Whether further ship- 
ments will be made abroad will, no doubt, depend on cir- 
cumstances. 

The property of the Union Sulphur Company in the 
western part of Louisiana comprises 4,800 acres. On this 
property borings have been made in many places at dis- 
tances of 500 feet apart. 
deposits at about the same distance from the surface. The 
vein of sulphur was in each place found to be 250 feet 
thick. 

As a result of these tests’ the officials of the com 
pany are satisfied that their sulphur mine contains at least 
40,000,000 tons, enough to supply the world’s demand for 
an indefinite number of years. As the total consumption 
of sulphur in the United States, a large consumer, is esti- 
mated at only 450 tons per day, there is basis for the 
above statement, assuming that the company’s deposit is as 
large as the officials believe it to be. 

The plant of the Union Sulphur Company is located in 
the centre of its property. There it has a number of 
shafts varying from 450 to 600 feet deep. The wells into 
which these shafts run are from 800 to 850 feet deep. Into 
these wells 5 tons per minute of superheated water is 
forced. To heat this water the company uses 1,200 to 1,500 





Each boring disclosed sulphur- 


barrels of petroleum, which it gets from Beaumont, Tex., 
which is nearby. The boilers also furnish the pressure 
necessary to force large quantities of the melting fluid 
into the wells. This fluid is forced up from the wells 
through large pipes partly by the pressure beneath and 
partly by compressed air, which is injected into the pipes 
The result of this process is that a steady stream of the 
fluid sulphur flows out from the pipes. The sulphur is al 
lowed to congeal in layers, and as needed is shoveled on to 
wheelbarrows and loaded in cars. The present production 
of the company, which is very great, can be increased, so 
the officials say, at short notice, as wells have been bored to 
be held in readiness in case they are needed to produce 
increased tonnage. 

The Union Sulphur Company is the sixth company that 
has had possession of the Louisiana sulphur deposit. The 
previous ones failed to work the mines profitably. The 
success of the present company is due to the application of 
the Frasch “process of mining the sulphur. This process 
was invented by Herman Frasch, the president of the com- 
pany, who has had a long and successful career in the 
sinking and operating of wells for the Standard Oil Com- 
pany. The two most prominent men in the present com- 
pany are its president, Mr. Frasch, and H. McK. Twom 
bley. 


Low Water in Massachusetts.

Water power is getting low in some of the streams in 
Western Massachusetts, but the Connecticut River seems to 
hold its own in a good manner, and what mills are running 
in Holyoke have no restrictions on them. The Westfield 
River is reported low and Little River is very low at West- 
field. If the feeders of the Connecticut run dry the Hol- 
yoke mills will be seriously affected. Ferry. 


Request of Diamond Mills Company Refused. 


[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE PAPER TRADE JOU RNAL.] 

Newark, N. J., July 23, 1904.—The question of allowing 
the Diamond Mills Paper Company to connect with the 
Milburn township sewer and the amount to be charged 
was settled this week, when the township committee of that 
place passed a resolution denying the company that priv- 
ilege. 

On the question of a charge the committee was divided. 
Mr. Meng was in favor of allowing the company to con 
nect free of charge. Mr. Campbell was in favor of charg 
ing about $250, while the chairman still insisted that the 
company should pay one-fifteenth of the cost of running 
the sewer, as it wanted to use one-fifteenth of the capacity. 
This amount would be $1,000. 

A compromise was talked of by the committee, but the 
chairman said that the representative of the company had 
refused to pay anything, and the resolution was passed 
refusing the right to connect. 

Township Counsel Barrell said that he had looked into 
the matter of levying the assessments for the sewer, and 
his opinion was that the tax must be a general one, but 
that the assessor in making his valuations could consider 
whether the adjoining property had been benefited by the 
sewer and fix the valuation accordingly. He said he had 
been unable to find any decisions bearing on the Diamond 
Mills case, finding no parallel case, but he thought any 
court would uphold the committee in making a reasonable 
charge for the privilege asked for. 

Mr. Manda, of Wyoming, asked permission to connect 
the leader pipes with the sewer, and this was denied. The 
clerk was ‘directed to notify Mr. Lighthipe to have the 
obstructions removed from the brook below the old Condit 
dam. 


THE WISCONSIN STRIKE. 


Union Men Feel Encouraged by Pres- 


ence of National Leader. 


It Is Apparent That Manufacturers Will Have to Depend on 
Men From Outside the Fox River District—They 
Are Getting Them—No Disorder—Non-Union 
Man Sues Neenah for Damages. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 


AppLeton, Wis., July 25, 1904—The settlement of the 
paper mill strike, so far as the return of the old employees 
to their jobs is concerned, seems this week to be as far off 
as ever, in fact perhaps a little farther than it seemed last 
week at this time. Since President Mackey arrived, the 
middle of last week, to take charge of the strike from the 
union standpoint, the union men seem to have heartened 
up somewhat. They have been holding meetings daily and 
less talk of defection is heard. Some individual members 
of the union are reported to be applying for work, or will 
ing to talk over the prospect of getting their jobs back 
again, but there is less ground for believing that there will 
be any stampede back to the mills in the near future. One 
large mill last week had reason to believe that it would be 
able to start a portion of its machinery with its former 
employees, and while there is little doubt that the men 
would like to have gone back, when it came time to appear 
they were not in evidence 

It becomes more apparent that the manufacturers will 
have to depend almost altogether upon getting new men 
from outside this district to start the machines that are 
now idle, and as a matter of fact they are very busy and 
successful in getting them. As stated last week's tele 
gram the progress made for the week was the starting of 
the one large machine at the mill of the Riverside Paper 
and Fibre Company and one more machine at the mill of 
the Atlas Paper Company, both in Appleton. Since then 
other men have been arriving in lots of five to ten, ag 
gregating about thirty in all. 

While there have been no riotous proceedings of any 
moment, there is, whether warranted or not, a feeling of 
unrest and apprehensign-gphich does not abate. President 
Mackey has stated emphatically that there would be no 
rowdyism, whatever happened, and the union sponsors gen 
erally have repeatedly declared the same thing, but it is felt 
that there is always a certain element that cannot be de 
pended upon to remain true to instructions. In Appleton 
the non-union men are getting good protection, but manu 
facturers say the same cannot be said of Neenah and no 
effort has been made to start any more mills there. Fairly 
good protection has been accorded by the authorities in 
Menasha, and all the paper mills-#n Menasha are running 
either wholly or partially. 

The union men claim that the imported help is inefficient 
and will do more damage to plants than the worth of the 
paper made amounts to, and assert that they permitted som 
of their members to accept jobs in the mills for a day or 
two in order to learn from them how much the imported 
men knew about paper making. The manufacturers, on the 
other hand, say this will do to tell, but that the truth is 
that the mills are running just as well, if not better, with 
the outside help. 

William H. Long, a non-union employee of the Kimberly 
& Clark Company, of Neenah, has commenced suit for 
$2,000 damages against the city of Neenah on account of 
injuries received by being set upon and pounded by a mob 
two or three weeks ago, alleging that insufficient care was 


taken by the city. Fox River. 
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PRICES AND DEMAND. 


Summer Dullness in Most Sections— Mill Business Satisfac- 
tory as a Rule—Improved Conditions 
in Philadelphia. 


Affairs in the New York paper market preserve the even 
tenor of their way undisturbed by any noteworthy features. 
This being the height of the midsummer season the situa- 
tion is as it should hbe—quite dull. The jobbing trade, all 
agree, is quiet. From the manufacturers, however, two 
kinds of reports are heard in regard to business; one that 
a good crop of orders at fair prices is being harvested, the 
other that orders are scarce even at cut prices. Speaking 
on this disparity of opinion in regard to the market, a 
prominent mill man said this week: “The manufacturers of 
standard papers are, I believe, all doing a good business 
at the old prices. Because of the time of year and the 
bearish efforts of buyers I found that new orders were 
rather scarce until this week when they began to come in 
again. This influx of new business I attribute to the fact 
that buyers have by this time found out that we will not 
come down in our prices. This ‘stand pat’ policy of the 
leading manufacturers I consider the backbone of the 
market today. Because of it I feel that the tide has 
turned and that from now on the demand will grow 
steadily. That there is a larger inquiry for paper there 
is no doubt.” The other side of the story in regard to the 

-market as reported by the dealers is that many mills need 
business and are cutting prices to secure it. In book and 
manila papers they say this is particularly true. Sheet 
news they declare is now plentiful at 2.30 to 2.40 cents 
from the mills. All grades of paper they declare are in 
slow demand, and are weak in price. In both of the above 
opinions there is no doubt some truth. An unprejudiced 
view of the present status of the market, however, leads to 
the opinion that the volume of inquiry is larger, and that 
more business is being placed with the mills. There is 
still, of course, considerable strife between the buyer and 
the mill representatives over the question of prices, the 
former wanting lower prices while the latter as a rule are 
insisting on the payment of the old quotations. This 
antagonism checks trade, as the buyers do not need the pa- 
per for immediate use. In regard to the outlook for busi- 
ness this fall nearly all hands agree that it is pretty good. 
In this connection the fact is cited that stocks of paper 
throughout the country are very light indeed. The re- 
newal of the butchers’ strike has lessened the demand for 
butchers’ fibres, &c. In box boards low prices continue to 
prevail. 

Quiet Trade in Holyoke.

Business still continues quiet among the mills of the city. 
It has not resumed its July average and fears are now ex- 
pressed that business is not going to rally till late in the 
fall.

Orders are only fair and these can be taken care of in the 
mills that are running. 

The out of town mills hope for an improvement in trade. 
Business with some of them is very quiet and some depart- 
ments are closed entirely. Ferry.

Business with lecal paper dealers last week was no more 
active than during the previous weeks of the month, nor is 
any special improvement looked for during the few remain- 
ing days of July. Store trade has been generally quiet, 
although a few fairly good, active days have been experi- 
enced from time to time during the past four weeks. Busi- 
ness for last month seems to have panned out of heavier 
volume with many of the city dealers than developments at 
this time gave promise of, according to the monthly records 
of sales, and it is possible that the returns for July when 
compiled will show the same satisfactory results.

Improved Conditions in Philadelphia.

An attempt at such sharp practice 
now is, through the effective Paper Trade Association, at 
once given out to all the members, and an attempt at un- 
fair dealing at any one house is resented at all the others. 

Book, writing and flat papers, wrappings, news—all these 
are in very small request at steady prices. The improve- 
ment of last week in building paper was lost this; next 
week it probably will appear again, and there will be a 
complete recovery.

Considering the fact that the trade is in the 
height of the proverbial midsummer dullness this statement 
is worthy of some consideration. General trade seemed to 
have taken on an impetus during the past week or so, the 
gain in trade, however, not having been so marked as to 
attract wide attention. The gain was steady, and the very 
fact that a gain was noted over a loss of the previous 
week shows which way the wind is blowing. The political 
situation has eased things materially, the manufacturers 
feeling that confidence will not be lost any way the argu- 
ment goes, while there has been a natural upward tendency 
in the receipt of orders. A few of these orders, which 
were taken while the Wisconsin mill men were on the 
“outs” with their men, are sticking, and the same experi- 
ence has been recorded here this summer as was apparent 
when the Holyoke plants were tied up as tight as a drum. 
Stray business came, and it stayed. Tradesmen in general 
are at a loss to explain the slightly improved conditions 
at this season, but they are ready to express their gratifi- 
cation over results and to indulge in the hope that the 
good work will continue. The demand for the best grades 
of papers continues steady. M. V. 


Finch, Pruyn & Co.’s New Mills. 
[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE PAPER TRADE JOURNAL.] 

Giens Fauzs, N. Y., July 25, 1904.—Finch, Pruyn & Co., 
just incorporated with a capital stock of $3,000,000, will 
begin at once the construction of new paper mills with a 
daily capacity of 75 tons and pulp mills of sufficient ca>ac- 
ity to supply their own wants. They own over 100,000 
acres of woodlands in Hamilton, Essex and Warren coun- 
ties, and by conducting their lumbering operations under 
scicntific forestry methods they estimate that they have 
an ample supply of pulp wood from their own lands for 
generations to come. The sawmills here will be razed, 


“but the mills at the State dam will be enlarged so that 


the manufacture of lumber, of which they are among the 
largest operators in the State, will in no way be restricted. 


FOREIGN NoTEs. 





At a couple of Norwegian pulp mills the erection of pa- 
per machines is under contemplation. 


A paper machine for greaseproof and unglazed wrap- 
ping paper was recently started at Katfos Cellulosefabrik, 
Norway. 

Paper of all kinds imported into Sweden last year 
amounted to 1,944 tons, a decrease of 70 tons compared 
with the previous -year. 

The capital of the Papier Fabrik Muhlhoven, Germany, 
has been increased by 100,000 marks. A second paper mak- 
ing machine has been ordered. 


Lizariturry & Rezola, of St. Sebastian, Spain, have con- 
structed a factory in which the preparation of rosin size 
will be carried on by the Arledter process. 


The Deutscher Papier Verein and Papier Industrie 
Verein, two associations working on similar lines, have 
under consideration the question of amalgamation. 


At the Steyrermuhl Paper Works, Germany, sixty-five 
workmen have completed twenty-five years’ uninterrupted 
employment, and the event was recently celebrated. 


Grahl & Hoehl, Dresden, have recently supplied six col- 
oring machines to Gustav Toelle, of Oberschlema, Saxony, 
who is enlarging his fancy and surface paper factory. 

Wargons Aktiebolag, Wernersborg, Sweden, it is re- 
ported, has placed an order for a machine 110 inches wide 
with Messrs. Bentley & Jackson, Ltd., of Bury, England. 


The Kellner-Partington Pulp and Paper Company has 
just started in its Scandinavian mill one new paper ma- 
chine, and a second machine will be started within a fort- 
night. The production of these two machines is expected 
to reach 10,000 to 12,000 tons. 

In a report by the Wurtemberg factory inspectors ref- 
erence is made to the Erste Deutsche Kunst Druck Papier 
Fabrik Karl Scheufelen, in Oberlenningen, Germany, 
where, it is said, a successful system of ventilation has 
been introduced in the rag sorting room by Dr. A. Scheu- 
felen, one of the partners. 

In celebration of the twenty-fifth anniversary of the firm 
of Brehmer Brothers, in Leipsic, the present owner, Mr. 
Rehwoldt, has made a gift of 300,000 marks to be divided 
among the workers, according to the length of their serv- 
ice. Those who have worked full twenty-five years will 
be entitled to 2,000 marks. 

Otto and Wilhelm Fundulus, of the Pribislawitz Ma- 
chine Paper Mills, in Mahren, Germany, have purchased 
for the sum of 800,000 florins the sulphite factory Josefi- 
hutte, near Pilsen, Bohemia, formerly worked by Kar! 
Witgenstein and Karl R. v. Skoda. The new owners 
will utilize the pulp produced in the manufacture of paper, 
it being their intention to put down paper making ma- 
chinery. 

In a report on the trade of Stockholm and Eastern Coast 
of Sweden, British Vice Consul Garrick, of Gefle, says the 
large new paper mills belonging to Stora Kopparbergs 
Bergslags Aktiebolag, situated at Qvarnsveden, near Falun, 
are now in full work, and said to be producing about 70 
tons of paper daily suitable for newspaper work. Owing 
to exceptional facilities for obtaining cheap raw material, 
the competition of this mill will be difficult to meet. 


The Association of Austro-Hungarian Paper Makers re- 
cently held a general meeting in Vienna, when it was re- 
ported that the demand for an export duty on raw wood 
for pulp making had not been granted. Evidence had 
been given by the association im connection with the com- 
ing commercial treaties. The opinion was expressed that 
a tariff reform was necessary. Lectures for paper making 
at the Vienna Industrial Museum were warmly recom- 
mended. 


A scheme of profit sharing’? was introduced by a firm of 
German wall paper manufacturers, but, according to a re- 
port of the Prussian factory inspectors, the employers were 
obliged to terminate the arrangement. The failure is at- 
tributed to the agitation of socialists, who endeavored to 
persuade the workmen to pay the money they received into 
a strike fund. The firm naturally objected to give the 
workmen money to be used for the purpose of agitation. 
and they decided to distribute a sum of 30,0co marks for 
benevolent purposes. , 


At a meeting held at Hamburg the German chemical 
pulp makers decided to keep in force, without any altera- 
tion, the present condition of sales. Consideration was 
given to the question of awarding prizes to workers who 
for a long series of years had been in uninterrupted em: 
ployment of one firm. The costs of the action against the 
Paper Consumers’ Association were discussed, and it was 
mutually agreed that each side pay one-half. The founda- 
tion of a paper makers’ school was approved. It was re 
ported that the demand for pulp was satisfactory, and all 
works busy. Sales for contract over next year were at 
slightly improved figures, which, however, scarcely covered 
the increased cost of raw wood. 
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TAXING AMERICAN STRAW BOARD. 


The Company Before the Board of Review in Chicago— 
What the Straw Board Officials Claim 
Should Be Assessed. 








The effort of the Chicago Board of Review to collect taxes 
on the $6,000,000 capital stock of the American Straw 
Board Company has opened up a number of questions in- 
teresting alike to the authorities of that city, to members 
of the paper trade, and particularly to the officials of the 
United Box Board and Paper Company. 

In order to ascertain the facts in the case a representa- 
tive of THe Paper Trape Journat called at the New 
York offices of the United on Monday of this week, and 
there had a talk with President Barber and the other of- 
ficials of the company who were holding a meeting at the 
time. E, M. Watkins, of Chicago, treasurer of the Amer- 
ican Straw Board Company, who happened to be in the 
room at the time, in answer to questions put by President 
Barber, explained his connection with the tax case. After 
hearing what Mr. Watkins had to say, President Barber 
said: 

“The assessment referred to evidently grew out of a 
misapprehension of the facts. Nearly all the stock of the 
American passed over to the United Box Board and Paper 
Company when the latter company was formed. It is, 
therefore, we think, not assessable in Illinois, but even if 
it were so liable to taxation, the market value of the stock 
is at present nowhere near $6,000,000, the capitalization of 
the company. The matter will, no doubt, be straightened 
out shortly.” 

The questions now being agitated in Chicago grew out 
of a recent decision of the Illinois Supreme Court, in 
which it was held that all manufacturing corporations that 
have heretofore been exempt by local boards from taxa- 
tion should pay a tax on the market value of their stock 
at the same rate fixed for personal property. Because of 
this decision the city tax officers assessed the $6,000,000 
stock of the American. At the hearing before the Board 
of Review, E. M. Watkins, treasurer of the American, 
explained to the board that the stock was not worth 
$5,000,000, and, furthermore, that the company had been 
absorbed by the United Box Board and Paper Company. 
Mr. Watkins told the board that the market value of the 
American's stock, figuring it at the present market value 
of United stock for which it was exchanged, was actually 
about 5 cents per share. This surprisingly low valuation, 
he said, was due to the fact that for each 100 shares of 
American stock fifty-seven shares of United preferred 
and fifty-five shares of its common stock were given. On 
Wednesday of last week when Mr. Watkins was before the 
board, United preferred was quoted at 8, and the common 
at 1. On the basis of the original transfer he figured that 


one share of American stock would be worth a fraction ~ 


over 4 cents, the same representing the proportionate 
value of the United preferred exchanged for it, plus a 
fraction over one-half a cent representing the proportionate 


share of the United’s common that was exchanged for the 


stock, making a total of 5 cents as the equivalent value of 
American stock based on the terms of the original ex- 
change. On this basis the total market value of the Amer- 
ican’s stock would be $300,000. 

The officials of the American Straw Board Company 
were willing to be taxed on the market value of the com- 
pany’s stock, provided the Chicago authorities would give 
them credit for the taxes paid in other localities in the 
State on the assessed valuation of the same. The object 
of this offer was to avoid double taxation, which the de- 
cision referred to seems to sanction. This point of double 
taxation and the other constitutional questions involved 
will no doubt be taken to the United States Supreme Court 
for final adjudication, as at least 500 Illinois corporations 
that have already been taxed under the decision will make 
a case out of the affair in order to test the legality of the 


decision. 


Toronto Stationery and Publishing Trades. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] ; P 


Toronto, Canada, July 25, 1904.—By the decision of the 
Canadian Railway Commission, at Ottawa, on July 22, it 
was decided that a large portion of the territory burned 
over in the great Toronto fire should be handed over to 
the railways on a perpetual lease, renewable every twenty- 
five or fifty years, for the purpose of erecting an immense 
union passenger station, to be used by all roads entering 
the city. The city of Toronto is the owner of the property 
which adjoins the present inadequate Union Station and 
the tracks of the different companies. The property, which 
has an area of about 1,500x400 feet, was formerly covered 
by warehouses and factories owned by individuals and cor- 
porations, who rented the land from the city on renewable 
twenty-one year leases. Toronto is the centre of the Cana- 





dian stationery and publishing trade, and owing to the way 
the various trades “flock together” the fire in this district 
burned out nearly all the big firms in these allied trades. 


Now that the railways are to get a large part of the area, 
and as most of the firms want more room, many are mov- 
ing out of the district. 

The W. J. Gage Company and the Copp-Clark Company 
are rebuilding on their old sites enlarged, but one has a 
factory in another part of the city, and, as will be seen, the 
other is to build a factory outside this district. 

The Barber & Ellis Company has moved its factory to 
Brantford, about 70 miles away, but its warehouse will be 
rebuilt in the old location on Bay street, with 100 feet front- 
age. The Toronto Globe in recording this migration from 
the district notes that in every case firms have moved west, 
showing the westward growth of the city. It says, in part: 
“The movement westward has been decided in the case of 
the wholesale stationery and publishing trade to the extent 
of creating a new wholesale centre at King street and 
Spadina avenue. Warwick Brothers & Rutter have moved 
the whole of their large establishment there and are erect- 
ing a big warehouse with frontages on both streets. Davis 
& Henderson are building an $18,000 warehouse at 578 and 
580 King street West. Brown Brothers are erecting a large 
factory on Wellington place and the W. J. Gage Company 


‘is erecting a factory with a frontage of 100 feet on Spadina 


avenue. The new lithographing firm of Rolph & Clark is 
erecting a second fine factory, to cost $30,000, at Simcoe and 
Adelaide streets, with a frontage of 86 feet on Simcoe 
street and 80 feet on Adelaide street.” 

It will thus be seen that probably by Christmas the sta- 
tionery and publishing firms of Toronto will be housed in 
much larger and more commodious warehouses and fac- 
tories than before the fire. Re 


Judge Scores Arapahoe Paper Company. 


Denver, Col., July 22, 1904.—The Arapahoe Paper Com- 
pany and its methods for the past seven or eight years 
were criticised this week by Judge Johnson in an opinion 
handed down in the District Court in the case of the Car- 
penter Paper Company against the Arapahoe Paper Com- 
pany. The Arapahoe Company had been in the hands of 
a receiver for several years. Then it brought up by de- 
murrer the question as to the legality of the appointment 
of the receiver. There were a number of points at law in- 
volved in the case, which Judge Johnson states he does 
not think need be decided by him. 

The case went to the Court of Appeals, and in the 
meantime it was being wound up by the receiver and the 
affairs straightened out. Just before the receivership the 
Arapahoe Company transferred some $50,000 worth of se- 
curities to the National Bank of‘Commerce. Judge John- 
son states that the Arapahoe Company has not been in- 
clined to deal fairly with the court at any stage of the 
proceeding, and as it has slept on its rights for something 
over nine years, that he cannot see why the petition asking 
for an intervenor be granted. 

The Arapahoe Company was properly taken charge of 
by the court, and there was no good reason why the mat- 
ters involved should be looked into again after all these 
years. The petition of intervention was asked by the bank 
in order to pursue its mortgage. Judge Johnson states that 
the officers of the company were guilty of bad faith when 
they transferred the assets of the company, and this, to- 
gether with the lapse of time, deprived them of what rights 
they might have had at one time in the court. 


Sues to Compel Return of Stock. 

Sactt Lake Crry, Utah, July 20, 1904.—Suit has been 
filed in the Third District Court by Walter B. Wingate 
against C. R. Kem and W. T. Benson, of the New York 
and Utah Paper Company, to recover $5,000, which he al- 
leges to be due on a contract for the sale of fifty shares 
of the stock of the company. 

It is alleged that the defendants sold the stock to the 
plaintiff as an investment with the agreement in writing 
that if he should not be satisfied with the investment by 
January 1, 1903, they would purchase it back from him at 
the original price paid. 

The plaintiff alleges that he notified the defendants sixty 
days before that date that he was not satisfied, and offered 
to return the stock. The defendants, it is alleged, refused 
to take the stock, but later paid the plaintiff $150 on ac- 
count. The plaintiff asks judgment for the full amount in- 
volved, with interest from May 8, 1903. 


The Lowville and Beaver River Railroad. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 

Watertown, N. Y., July 26, 1904.—The directors of the 
Lowville and Beaver River Railroad Company, at a meet- 
ing held Thursday, awarded the contract for building their 
road to James T. Campbell, of Lowville, N. Y. The con- 
tract calls for a road complete and ready for the rolling 
stock. The road is between 10 and 11 miles in length and 
the cost, outside of equipment, less than $150,000. The 
State Board of Railroad Commissioners will meet in Low- 
ville August 2 to pass upon the grade crossings along the 

line. Work will begin as soon as details are settled.

Besides the proving of the claims of the Cushnoc Paper 
Company for $214.52, and that of the Eastern Manufac- 
turing Company for $1,094.09, there was no business done 
at the meeting except the election of Peter Alexander as 
trustee, whose bond was increased from $20,000 as _re- 
ceiver to $25,000 as trustee. As all the assets of the bank- 
rupt corporation are in cash, the trustee can without fur- 
ther delay pay to the creditors a substantial dividend. The 
next meeting of the creditors will be held at the same 
office on Wednesday, September 13, at 3 o’clock in the 
afternoon, at which meeting the officers of the corporation 
are to be present to answer any questions that may be 
asked them by the creditors.

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Bierce & Smith-Vaile Company on August 11, and a not- 
able assemblage of capitalists is expected from various 
parts of the country. That they are already showing an 
interest in the sale of the plant is manifest, and that pub- 
lic spirited men will secure the property is sincerely hoped 
in this city. Some time ago the report was circulated that 
certain capitalists would secure control of the plant to put 
it out of the way as a competitor, but the holdings are 
believed to be too large for any corporation to attempt 
this plan. The report of the appraisers, A. H. Kemper,

STANDARD ROPE AND TWINE. 


The Company Decides to Meet Bond Interest — Directors 
Make No Statement of Condition of 
the Company. 


After a meeting of several hours’ duration on Monday 
the directors of the Standard Rope and Twine Company 
announced that the August 1 interest on the company’s first 
mortgage bonds, amounting to about $81,000, would be 
paid. Whether the company would be able to meet this 
payment or not has been a subject for much discussion. 

The directors refused to give any information as to how 
the money would be raised, or to make any other comment 
on the financial condition of the company. Joseph G. Tay- 
lor, secretary and treasurer of the company, when asked 
if the interest would be paid in the same way as it was last 
time, replied in the affirmative, from which it was supposed 
that he meant it would be borrowed from the Union Sell- 
ing Company. 

The only other business transacted by the directors was 
the election of George W. Montgomery to be a vice presi- 
dent of the company. Mr. Montgomery was one of a 
voluntary committee of three which called a meeting of 
bondholders some months ago, at which it was asserted that 
an investigation of the company’s affairs should be made 
in the interests of the security holders. A committee of 
five, of which James Talcott, the prominent dry goods mer- 
chant, was made chairman, was appointed and instructed 
to confer with the directors as to what plan had best be 
adopted to improve the condition of the company. The 
last annual report of the directors referred to the necessity 
of paying the company’s floating debt, which is now in the 
neighborhood of $1,000,000, and of furnishing it with ade- 
quate working capital. 

Standard Rope and Twine first mortgage 6s have re- 
cently been selling around 38. They have been as high as 
47 and as low as 35 this year. Of this issue there are 
$2,740,000 outstanding, besides which there are $6,805,000 
of 5 per cent. income bonds and $12,000,000 stock. The 
company is a reorganization of the United States Mortgage 
Company, which was a reorganization of the National Cord- 
age Company.

PATENTS OF THE WEEK. 


Bucklin’s Pulp Screen—Noyes’ Coating Machine—Variable 
Speed Devices—Toilet Paper 
Holder. 


Charles S. Bucklin, of Baltimore, Md., has been granted 
letters patent No. 765,551 on a pulp screening machine. 

Fig. 1 is a plan view of a pulp screening machine con- 
structed in accordance with the invention. Fig. 2 is an 
end view of the same looking in the direction of the arrow 
x, Fig. 1. Fig. 3 is a transverse section of the machine on 
the line a a, Fig. 1, but showing the hood or cover removed 
and the beater shaft and beater withdrawn from the sieve. 
Fig. 4 is a view, partly in elevation and partly in section, 
on the line b b, Fig. 1; and Fig. 5 is a side elevation. 

I represents a framework upon which is suitably sup- 
ported a semicircular sieve or screen 2, which may be 
either removable from the frame or rigidly confined there- 
to, as desired, this screen communicating at one end with 
a feed hopper 3 and having at the other end a delivery 
opening 4, provided with a suitable gate. 

Above the screen is a hood or cover 5, so shaped as to 
permit of the free rotation within the same and within the 
sieve of a beater consisting of longitudinal blades 6, mount- 
ed by means of arms 7 upon a longitudinal shaft 8, the 
latter passing through recesses 9 in the end portions of the 
frame 1 and being adapted to bearings 10, which are carried 
by arms 11, pivoted at their rear ends to pins 12, mounted 
in suitable plates 13, which are rigidly secured to the top 
members of the end frames of the machine. To other 
bearings 14 on other transverse bars of the fixed frame is 
adapted a driving shaft 15, having fast and loose pulleys 16 
and 17 for receiving the driving belt, the inner end of this 
shaft 15 having a disk 18, with notch 19 and inwardly pro- 
jecting stud 20. 

The driving shaft 15 is axially in line with the shaft 8 
when the latter is in operative position—that is to say, when 
the beater occupies its normal position within the sieve 2 
and hood 5—and at such time the notch 19 of the disk 18 
is engaged by a lug 21 on a disk 22, carried by that end of 
the shaft 8 which adjoins the shaft 15, the lug 20 of the 
disk 18 at the same time engaging a notch 23 of the disk 
22, as shown in Fig. 4. Power is thus transmitted from the 
shaft 15 to the shaft 8 in order to rotate the beater and 
cause agitation of the material within the sieve 2. 

When the operation has been completed, or when at any 
other time it is desired to gain access to the sieve for 
cleansing or other purposes, the shaft 15 is turned so that 
its notch 19 is uppermost, whereupon after the removal of 
the hood 5 the beater and its shaft 8 can be swung clear of 
the sieve, as shown in Fig. 2, so as to permit unobstructed 
access to all parts of the interior of the latter or so as to 
permit removal of the sieve, if such removal is desired, the 
beater shaft and its beater being swung back into position 
in the sieve with equal readiness. 

In order to retain the beater shaft and beater firmly in 
position during the operation of the machine, the outer end 
of each arm 11 is notched for the reception of a swinging 
bolt 25, hung to a bracket 26 on one of the end frames

and free to swing in a beveled slot 27 in said frame, said 
bolt having a nut 28 for bearing upon the top of the arm 
11 and retaining the same in proper position. When the 


nut is loosened, however, the bolt 25 can be swung outward 
in the slot 27 and the arm 11 thus freed from its control. 
Although the inventor prefers in all cases to use the 
swinging arms carrying the bearings for the beater shaft,

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PHILIPPINE BUSINESS. 


The Year’s Trade With the Islands in Paper and Pulp— 
The Share That Was Secured by the 
United States. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 

Wasuineoton, D. C., July 25, 1904.—The value of the 
gross shipments into and from the Philippines during the 
year 1903 is reported to have approximated $66,000,000, the 
exports being slightly less than the imports. The Philip- 
pine Commission, in its last annual report, outlines the 
status of the industrial and commercial conditions at the 
close of the year, and though not presenting a very hopeful 
view of the immediate future, each move looking to the 
commercial advancement of the islands is shown to have 
been made only as the result of the most careful investiga- 
tion, 

In operating the present system of government the ex- 
pense has been met through the insular revenues, with the 
exception of the relief fund made necessary by the unfor- 
tunate industrial conditions which have prevailed. The 
largest income is derived from the customs receipts, which 
in the fiscal year of 1903 amounted to nearly $10,000,000, or 
two-thirds of the receipts from all sources, including postal, 
internal revenue and miscellaneous. 

As a whole the duties are lower under the present tariff 
than under the old Spanish tariff and average a fraction 
more than 18 per centum ad valorem, the burden of taxa- 
tion being placed on the articles best able to bear a rela- 
tively high rate of duty. It is considered probable that the 
Philippine Government will in the near future introduce a 
carefully prepared plan of internal revenue collections 
which may permit of an even lower tariff schedule. The 
postal service is at the present time nearly self supporting, 
its revenue being derived from the sale of postage stamps, 
money order fees, lock box rents, second class mail matter, 
and other miscellaneous postal charges. The miscellaneous 
income from the islands is derived principally from judicial 
and notarial fines and fees, and Government telegraph re- 
ceipts. 

The need of railways is perhaps the most important ele- 
ment involved in the development of the islands, but the 
commercial benefits would be of no, or little, consequence 
without inter-island transportation facilities of an adequate 
nature to afford intercourse with the outside world.

The total value of the importations of paper and manu- 
factures of same in 1901 were valued at $778,593, the United 
States leading with a value to her credit of $299,541, Spain 
coming second with that of $143,212, and Germany third 
with $103,911. The value for 1902 was reported as $612,- 
899, the United States still holding first place with a value 
to her credit of $172,793, Spain second with $138,063, and 
France third with that of $85,845. In 1903 the total value 
showed a further decline to $607,658, the largest decrease 
being in the importations from the United States, who, 
while stil! in the lead, only showed a value of $146,668, 
Spain standing second with $130,748, and France third with 
$123,151. 

The sub-divisions of this trade show that the value dur- 
ing the past year of the importations of paper pulp in 
sheets were valued at $8,064, as compared with $9,853 in 
1902. The sources of supply were: United States, $3,077; 
England, $262; Germany, $1,066; France, $1,828; Spain, 
$1,012; Austria-Hungary, $8; China, $315, and Japan, $496. 

Of all other paper pulp the total value in 1903 was $236,- 
957, as compared with $231,935 in 1902. The importations 
from the United States show an increase over the year 
previous from $28,632 to $30,346; the leading source of 
supply, however, was France, with a value of $102,560, as 
against that of $68,038; the other main sources of supply 
during the past year were: England, $9,476; Germany, $13,- 
823; Spain, $31,807; Austria-Hungary, $28,591; China, 
$0,048, and Japan, $7,383. 

The importations of paste and carton pierre show a 
steady decline, as in 1901 the value was reported as hav- 
ing amounted to $36,555; in 1902 it had declined to $18,- 
214, and in 1903 still further to $6,170. 

Paper for printing purposes in 1902 showed 2,431,273 
pounds at a total value of $101,009; in 1903 the value had 
decreased to $67,669, and the quantity to 1,821,472. In 
this particular line the United States is in the lead as a 
source of supply, the returns showing 783,875 pounds at 
$23,591; Germany coming second with $18,760 for 521,178 
pounds, and Spain third with 259,584 pounds at a value of 
$16,001. The other sources of supply were: .England, 56,- 
438 pounds at $2,421; France, 170,912 pounds at $5,679; 
Austria-Hungary, 9,187 pounds at $358; Belgium, 9,841 
pounds at $355; China, 4,205 pounds at $308; Hong Kong, 
1,171 pounds at $85; Japan, 4,466 pounds at $70; British 
East Indies, 614 pounds at $39, and from the Dutch East 
Indies, 1 pound at $2. 





Wrapping paper, paper bags and boxes are in a position 
where an increased value is shown for a decreasing quan- 
tity of goods, as will be seen by comparing the facts that 
in 1902 the total quantity imported was 350,412 pounds at 
$7,961, whereas in 1903 the quantity had decreased to 325,- 
811 pounds, and the value had increased to $11,497. 

Blank books and headed papers showed a value during 
the past year of $24,759, as compared with $31,861 for the 
year of 1902. Spain had the lead with a value of $8,406, 
the United Kingdom standing second at $6,343, and China 
third with that of $3,768. 

Under the heading of writing paper and envelopes we 
find that there has been a decrease in value from $84,834 
in 1902 to $60,994. In this trade also we find Spain in the 
lead with a value of $21,188, the United States second with 
$14,119, and Germany a very poor third with $8,931. In 
this connection, however, it must be remarked that while 
both Spain and the United States show very marked de- 
creases as compared with the year previous, Germany 
comes ahead with a slight increase in her favor. 

The quantity of straw board and straw paper as com- 
pared with 1902 shows a decrease in the quantity imported 
from 697,639 at $24,991, as against 485,741 this year at a 
value of $24,593. A. F. T. 


Pentecost Lumber Company’s Pulp Wood Shipments. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 


Watertown, N. Y., July 26, 1904—The Pentecost Lum- 
ber Company, of this city, which holds the timber rights on 
more than 150,000 acres of land in the Province of Quebec, 
has just completed a large saw mill on the Pentecost River 
and is preparing to ship pulp wood to manufacturers in the 
Black River Valley. Shipments will be made by water 
from the mills in Quebec to the port of Cape Vincent, on 
the St. Lawrence River, 25 miles from this city. 

The company has under way a new dock and power. 
house and conveyors at Capé Vincent that will enable it to 
transfer pulp wood from river vessels to the New York 
Central freight cars. Facilities are also provided for the 
storage of 10,000 cords of wood at the company’s docks. 
The excellent harbor at Cape Vincent, where the Govern- 
ment has expended a large sum on a breakwater, will prob- 
ably be made the receiving station for all the pulp wood 
coming by water to Northern New. York mills when the 
work now under way is completed. B.

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Power Economy in Pulp Mills. 


On page 17 of'this issue of Tue Paper Trape JouRNAL 
we print the first portion of an article on the economy of 
power in pulp mills. The writer is Robert E. Horton, well 
known as a hydraulic engineer. In this article he will dis- 
cuss the arrangement of a grinder room, the best develop- 
ment of a variable power, the selection of turbines, the 
power lost through mill work, the value of flashboards 
and pondage, the repairing of leaky dams, the leakage of 
turbine gates, &c. The article will undoubtedly be not 
only of interest but of substantial value to the practical 


men of the industry. 


The Brimstone Supply. 


The indications now are that if they intend to make an 
effort to keep the American market, the large consumer of 
brimstone, the miners of the Sicilian article will shortly have 
to reduce their prices. Our domestic supply of sulphur has 
been largely increased, and can be and will be still further 
increased. For three years the Western sulphite mills have 
had Louisiana as their source of supply, but now the 
product from that State is being shipped to Eastern mills, 
so that both sections are getting a fairly large tonnage 
from the South. 

There was a slight drop in the price of Sicilian, it going 
from $21.75 to $21.60 per ton. The former rate is now in 
force again, and it is believed that the temporary shrinkage 
in price was due to the manipulations of refiners. How- 
ever, the Union Sulphur Company is pushing its output so 
keenly to the attention of sulphite fibre men, and that out® 
put has so many advantages, that the Anglo-Sicilian Sul- 
phur Company will soon have to make a move. That « move 
will be, of course, a reduction in price. 

The adherents of the imported article claim that the 
Louisiana supply is limited, that the mining operations 
cannot be continued successfully, and that this new com- 
petition will soon run its course. The known facts do not 
justify these beliefs. Tests show a large extent of sulphur 
deposit, while the sphere of mining operations is being 
constantly enlarged, and the methods of work are being 
steadily improved. In fact the indications point to Loui- 
siana as a permanent source of supply for the American 
sulphur consumer, while it may be that when the proper 
time comes the domestic article will compete successfully 


for the possession of foreign markets. 


The Trade Outlook. 


The trade outlook is certainly not discouraging. It is 


quite the reverse. The jobbing trade is quiet, as it always 
is at this time of the year, and as it always will be ex- 
cept under extraordinary conditions, which rarely arise. 
Mills as a rule are fairly well employed, and output is be- 
ing taken up in the regular summer way. 

There is a general belief that fall business in the paper 
line will be large, and the confidence in that proposition is 
shown by the preparations that are being made to take 
care of that business when it comes along. Wise men do 
not leave preparations for work until the last minute and 
They 
carefully plan the season’s campaign, and as a rule they 


then hurry them through in a slipshod manner. 


are successful in their undertakings, being amply able to 
respond to their customers’ demand in a satisfactory man- 
ner. Paper makers and paper dealers as a rule are wise 
men, and even in these vacation days they are whipping 
their affairs into such shape as to be ready for the fall work 
when the time comes. 

That the condition of the general paper and pulp market 
is satisfactory is demonstrated by the fact that prices are 
being maintained. There are, of course, some exceptions 
to this, but the paper men who are yielding their ideas on 
values are in the minority. The large majority of sellers 
are adhering to their prices very tenaciously, and it is not 
expected that this condition will be materially changed un- 
til colder weather, when in the natural course of events the 
market should harden and prices should advance some 
what. 

The industry is having its troubles, as is to be expected. 
but not- 
withstanding that many of the machines are being operated, 


The Fox River Valley is the scene of a strike, 


and probably enough tonnage is being made to supply cur- 
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rent wants. The summer is the season of repair, and the 


idle time this summer is not much greater than it ordi- 
narily is. 

All in all matters are in pretty good shape, and there is 
no cause for anyone looking blue and crying that business 
is going to the “demnition bow-wows.” It isn’t. 


An effort was made by the authorities of the St. Louis 
Exposition to secure the exhibition of a working paper ma- 
chine. A canvass of machine builders and of paper manu- 
facturers was made, but the leaders in the industry were 
not at all enthusiastic in the matter. As a result St. 
Louis is lacking at least one feature that was in evidence 
in the Columbian Exposition at Chicago. The fact is 
United States paper manufacturers are holding a perpetual 
exposition of paper making in their 1,100 mills, and are 
each day showing to the consuming public a more compre- 
hensive exhibit of what American paper makers are do- 
ing than can possibly be shown at any exhibit. There are 
many obstacles in the way of an exhibit such as was 
planned, and for that reason the members of the industry 
did not show any particular desire to embark in the proj- 
ect. 


Our Washington correspondent gives a résumé of the 
paper business that is done in the Philippines. The United 
States is naturally the largest seller of paper in that coun- 
try, but the business in 1903 showed a decrease as compared 
with that of 1902. In the latter year we sold to the 
Philippine Islands paper to the value of $172,793, while in 
1903 our sales in that section only aggregated $146,668, a 
loss of $26,125. Our paper men should look sharper after 
business in this quarter, so that Spain and France, which 
follow us closely, may not drive us out of first place. In 
1903 Spain sold the Philippines paper to the value of $130,- 
748, and France to the value of $123,151, so that neither 
of them needs to increase its business very much to catch 
up with us. 


There are some who have not yet sent in their lists of 
watermarks and brands to be used in the “Watermarks 
and Brands” department of Lockwood’s Directory, the new 
edition of which is now in course of preparation. This is 
in the nature of a “last call” on such as have omitted to 
attend to this matter, and if one’s list is omitted the owner 
of that list will have himself alone to blame. In each list 
one should place only such watermarks and brands as he 
owns, should specify which are watermarks and which are 
brands, and should in every case indicate the grade of paper 
to which the mark or brand belongs. 


On page 8 of this issue of THe Paper Trape JouRNAL 
will be found the news of the patents issued during the 
week. The one of which a full description and several 
illustrations are given is of a pulp screen invented by 
Charles S. Bucklin, of Baltimore, Md. The object of the 
inventor is to produce a machine which, while being ef- 
fective in removing foreign materials from the stuff to be 
screened, will be so constructed as to provide easy access 
to all its parts, so that the appliance can be easily cleaned 
or repaired. 


Today the property of the White Mountain Paper Com- 
pany is scheduled to be sold under foreclosure, and the 
program is that it will pass into the hands of the reorgan- 
ization committee, and after that perhaps into the posses- 
sion of Messrs. McRae and other publishers who want to 
make their own paper, following the example set by Mr. 
Nelson, of Kansas City, and Mr. Boyce, of Chicago. After 
the foreclosure proceedings have been settled there should 
be some news as to what is really to become of the plant. 


Paper mill operators and builders, as well as builders of 
paper mill equipment, will be interested in the illustrated 
description of the new plant of the Consolidated Water 
Power and Paper Company at Grand Rapids, Wis., which 
we print on page 20. The mill began turning out product 
about six weeks ago, and is running at its full capacity. 
As will be noted from the description there are a number 
of new “wrinkles” in the equipment. 


The good effect of concerted effort is already being 
shown in Philadelphia, where the newspaper trade asso- 
ciation is asserting itself. Philadelphia may be slow in 
making up her mind, but when she reaches a decision, she 
acts on it speedily and to good purpose. The new asso- 
ciation, according to all accounts, is a hustler. 


On another page of this paper will be found a list of 
the bidders to whom have been awarded contracts for 
supplying paper to the Post Office Department during the 
present fiscal year. 


The summer cry of low water is again heard, and this 
time it begins in Massachusetts.

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POWER ECONOMY IN PULP MILLS. 


Arrangement of Grinder Room—Best Development of a Vari- 
able Power—Selection of Turbines—Power Lost Through 
Mill Work—Value of Flashboards and Pondage— 
Repairing Leaky Dams—Leakage of 
Turbine Gates,

Mechanical pulp is, so far as the writer is aware, almost 
exclusively a water power product. 

Where the demand equals or exceeds the supply, the 
question of profit largely rests upon amount of production. 
This, in a measure, is ruled by the water supply, or, as a 
Northern Michigan manufacturer put it, “The output of 
the pulp mill is ruled by the Almighty.” 

The size of a coal pile appeals to one’s dollars and 
sense, but many men are less critical of the waste of water 
power than of coal. 

Steam engines, when they get old and inefficient, are 
likely to be replaced, but the water wheel is out of sight, 
and often little heeded so long as it runs the grinders. 
Change of climate, decreasing amount of rainfall, cutting 
of the forests and decrease in the flow of streams are com- 
monly urged explanations of shortage of power which, 
sometimes at least, is due to continued use of old, worn 
out waterwheels. 

Regarding economy of power there is usually more to be 
gained from replacing poor turbines by modern ones than 
by replacing engines. The turbine water wheel is subject 
to a wider range of economy than is the common run of 
engines. For example, an old turbine after long use may 
yield but 40 per cent. of the power of the water—a new 
modern turbine 75 to 80 per cent. 

This is a wider range of variation than that commonly 
occurring in the cost of steam power with coal at a given 
price. 

Evidently turbine economy is as well deserving of at- 
tention as steam economy, especially in mills where quan- 
tity of pulp produced is an object. 

The best and most economical arrangement of the 
grinder room, where the water supply is constant and the 
head invariable, is a simple matter of using a minimum of 
machinery consistent with convenience in feeding, tending 
and repairing the machines and handling the stuff, al- 
though, as will be pointed out, there may be very bad, as 
well as very good, arrangements of the turbines and grind- 
ers in such cases. The question of best number and ar- 
rangement of grinders, screens and machines must be 
worked out, of course, for each mill, and concerns the 
superintendent chiefly. In fact this phase of the question 
is, I believe, much less neglected than that of the number, 
size and arrangement of turbines. The two should ob- 
viously be considered together with regard to convenience 
in the first and economy of power in the latter. 

Aside from the use of good turbines, arrangement in re- 
lation to the grinders is to be considered. In this connec- 
tion the rule may be given, use neither too small nor too 
large sized water wheels. The first cost of medium sized 
water wheels is less. and because more are sold than of 
larger or of small sizes the wheels are often more perfect. 

Every pair of gears, belt or jack shaft used between the 
turbines and grinders means a loss of at least 3 to 5 per 
cent. of power, and a proportional lessening of the output. 
If wheels are direct connected and if manufacturers’ stock 
patterns are used, then the wheel agent will tell you that 
the wheels must be of a certain size in order to give the 
proper grinder speed under the given head. If a 36 inch 
turbine, under 9 feet head, makes 100 revolutions per min- 
ute, under 16 feet head it would make 133 revolutions per 
minute. The speed of a turbine varies in proportion to 
the square root of head or fall. This fact seems to have 
been a block to the use of direct connected pulp grinders, 
for obviously, under very high or very low heads, the 
turbine speeds afforded by the usual stock patterns of the 
wheel makers would be all out of accord with the proper 
grinder speed. In the old practice turbines of unusual 
sizes and jack shafts were used. In this connection the 
European method of using turbines specially designed for 
the head and speed desired seems exceedingly good. With 
specially designed turbines not only will direct connected 
grinders be available, but a third desideratum also, namely, 


large power units.

Mill Completed and Turning Out Full Capacity—The Various 
Bits of Equipment—Description 
of the Plant. 





[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE PAPER TRADE JOURNAL.] 

Granp Raps, Wis., July 25, 1904.—With the comple- 
tion of the new mills of the Consolidated Water Power 
and Paper Company much interest has been stimulated 
in the paper trade and mechanical fields on account of 
the many new appliances of power here installed. 

The first product of the electrically driven paper ma- 
chines was turned out about six weeks ago,and so perfect 
and harmonious was everything that in less than forty-eight 
hours the mill was running to its full capacity and has so 
continued. The start was indeed gratifying to the man- 


applied in the appropriate place in the constitution of any 
mill. 

The whole tendency of the work of the engineers has 
been to facilitate the operations which have to be performed, 
and the raw material, from its entrance to the yard until 
it has become finished product, is subjected to a minimum 
of handling. 

The wood is unloaded from the company’s own tracks 
on an elevated dyke running parallel to the river frontage 
and floated to the wood room. This room is 40x8o feet 
and contains the log haul operated by a 5 horse power 
back geared motor, a friction feed 48 inch circular saw direct 
connected to a 15 horse power motor and six barkers con- 
nected to motors of 10 horse power each. By a system of 
conveyors the wood is carried to the grinder room, where 
are situated ten grinders set in tandem and direct connected 
to five pair of 48 inch Samson wheels. By means of two 
6 inch centrifugal pumps direct connected to 50 horse 


The general appearance of all machinery conveys an 
idea of solidity and simplicity, While there are a number 
of minor economies resulting from the use of electric driv- 
ing, the greatest advantage here is found in the increased 
output and in the greater convenience in the arrangement 
of the machinery. 

The motive power is generated in two units of 1,000 
horse power each by one 450 kilowatt alternating current 
and one 350. kilowatt direct current generator connected 
in tandem to one pair of 48 inch Samson wheels. By 
means of the Lombard governor on each water wheel an 
absolute uniformity of speed is maintained, which, together 
with electric controlling devices, insures a perfect invaria- 
ble speed to the machinery so driven. Each generator is 
connected to the bus bars of the main switchboard through 
automatic and oil circuit breakers. The main switchboard 
is 50x8 feet, and constructed of blue Vermont marble, and 
is fitted with the necessary reading and recording volt,

agement and engineers, whose labors are unquestionably 
rewarded. 

Following the appraisal of the power some two years 
ago, the Consolidated Water Power and Paper Company 
was organized to develop and apply the power to indus- 
trial usefulness. Complete plans for a dam, power house, 
pulp mill and paper mill were drawn by J. C. Jacobson, 
mill architect and engineer, of Grand Rapids, Wis. 

The location offers many advantages, commanding one 
of the best hydraulic powers in the State, as also excellent 
shipping facilities. 

Actual operations ior the building of the dam were com- 
menced about a year ago. Aided by electric drills, steam 
shovels, hoisting engines and dummy railroads, huge 
rocks were blasted from the river bed, placed in line and 
buried in tons of concrete. 

The dam is the largest in the State, being 1,707 feet 
over all. Aside from ample spillway, it is provided with 
the necessary gates and sluices, all of which are operated 
mechanically. An average head of 30 feet will be main- 
tained, affording about 10,000 horse power to the tur- 
bines. From the headwaters on the east end of the dam 
is a small canal running to the mill of the Pioneer Pulp 
Mill; on the west end is a large forebay, commanded en- 
tirely by a guard lock and closing up to the company’s 
pulp mill and power house, in which there are at present 
installed eight horizontal wheels of 1,000 horse power 
each. The power from five of the wheels is consumed by 
the ground wood pulp mill, which has a daily capacity of 
60tons. Twosimilar wheels drive the electric generators, 
which in turn impart their energy in tributary lines 
throughout the paper mill, the flour mill and grain elevator 
of the Grand Rapids Milling Company and to whom else 
the surplus electric power may be sold. The company is 
endeavoring by a progressive policy to dispose of its sur- 
plus powér in a manner which will be beneficial to the 
city’s growth. 

The buildings of the company are constructed entirely of 
brick and steel on concrete foundations and cover an area 
The general appearance is tasteful, 
The in- 


of 75,000 square feet. 
being faced with Menominee pressed mold brick. 
terior of the buildings presents a light and lofty appearance, 
due to the judicious use of structural angle iron, which 
gives uninterrupted floor space. The legs of the trusses 
rest on 20 foot centres, and in addition to carrying the roof 
are saddled with girders for traveling cranes and hoists. 
The necessity of keeping abreast of the times in these 
days of keen competition was fully cognizant to the man 
agement, and it is the inevitable result of research, intelli 
gent conception and enthusiastic co-operation of the tech 
nical and practical men that have successfully completed on« 
of the most modern paper mills in connection with 
power development and appliance. Electric transmission of 
power is the novel feature of equipment, and here it is 
truly developed and applied to a marked degree of perfec 
tion. The wilderness of belts and pulleys which generally 
characterizes a mill has been entirely avoided, for here the 
motor has taken its place as one of the hardworking, reli 
able pieces of apparatus that are to be counted on and used 
with the same freedom that the shaft and pulley would be

power induction motors the stock is lifted to three Moore 
centrifugal screens, the tailings going over three new Suc- 
cess flat screens. The wet machine room, which is 208x54 
feet, contains three deckers and four 84 inch wet machines, 
each driven by a back geared 7% horse power motor. 

The equipment of the beater room comprises six 1,000 
pound beaters and two Jordans, while in the basement are 
located four 12x16 feet horizontal stuff chests, the moving 
parts of which are driven by the beater line shaft direct 
connected to one pair of 48 inch Samson wheels. 

Two 175 horse power motors situated in the centre of 
the variable speed shafts supply the power for the paper 
machines, which have a daily capacity of 60 tons. The 


ampere and rheostat meters, &c. All cables are insulated 
with impregnated paper and lead laid in tile conduit be- 
neath the floor, running between the main switchboard and 
the generators. 

The branch main cables and sub-main cables are conduit, 
running overhead on insulators between the sub-switch- 
boards and the distributing fuse boards and consumption 
field. 

At present three Scotch marine boilers of 300 horse 
power each, with the ordinary form of extension furnace 
for consuming the refuse from the wood room, supply the 
steam for drying and heating. 

Here also are situated a 300 horse power Cookson heater

stuff pumps, vacuum pumps and other auxiliary parts have 
their individual electric appliance.

So 
perfect is this arrangement that a complete change of air 
can be had in four minutes.

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NOTES ON BELTING. 


Now That Some Mills Are Idle, It Is a Good Time for 
Superintendents to Look Over Belts - Some 
Practical Suggestions. 


Now that vacation time is at hand and many of the 
mills will shut down for a few days or a week, it will be 
a good time for the super to overlook his belting and 
There are 
two conditions that are common to leather belting and 
that are excessively annoying at times. One of them is 
the result of being run in a dry and perhaps dusty location. 
This is very common in carpenter shops and grist mills, 
and the belt is made harsh and dry, so that it cracks and 
breaks. The other is almost the reverse, and is the result 
of saturation with lubricating oils or grease, and result- 


put it in shape for another season’s work 


ing in the belt being soft and soggy and slipping on the 
pulley, so that it must be run very tight. It will eventually 
break and become worthless. - Applying a coat of belt 
dressing occasionally and keeping the belt free from dust 
will keep it from reaching the first condition. If you 
hev- a few good belts that are dry a better way is to take 
them off and put them through a solution of boiling or 
nearly boiling tailow or vaseline or paraffin wax. Either 
one will do. The material penetrates the leather deep 
enough to protect it against any ordinary dampness and 
moisture, but not enough to strike in and make the 
leather soft or soggy, as the materials congeal when cold 
The best way to do this is to procure a sheet iron box 
Place your tallow or wax 
therein, and heat till boiling or nearly so. Put the box 
on the floor, and across the top, near the middle of it, 
place a strip cleated on the ends to the floor. Wind two 
or three thicknesses of felt round this strip, and make a 
similar strip to go over this one, wound in the same way. 
Pass your belt through the melted compound and then 
between the two strips, tying the two ends of the strips 
together. This thoroughly wipes the surplus grease from 
the belt. By putting it through quickly or slowly it will 
get a heavy or light coating or, as the belt makers say, 
waterproofing. This will greatly add to the life and effi- 
ciency of the belt. 

On the other hand, when it is desirable to reduce the 


wide enough for your belts 


amount of grease and dirt in a belt it must be extracted. 
Some firms charge good, stiff prices for this, but it can be 
easily done and at small expense by the mill men them- 
selves. Procure a tank, large barrel or hogshead big 
enough to hold your belt loosely rolled up. Place your 
belt in it and pour over it enough gasoline or benzine to 
cover it. Let it stand from one day to a week, shaking it 
two or three times, and your belt will come out free from 
any trace of oil or grease. Besides this, you have the 
gasoline left and what grease was in the belt in the bot- 
tom of the tub. In using this great precaution must be 
taken to keep it away from any chance of fire. 

When your belts get to slipping and sagging in damp 
or rainy weather, do not, if you have to take them up, 
tighten them very much. Remember that belting always 
stretches in very moist or muggy weather and resumes its 
former tension when that condition passes. h. F-&

Dayton, Ohio, July 25, 1904.—The Ohio Boat Company 
has started transportation on the Miami and Erie Canal 
after a suspension for many months due to the failure of 
the Miami and Erie Canal Transportation Company to 
propel boats by electricity as proposed. After expending 
several hundred thousand dollars the enterprise was 
abandoned by the transportation company, and this placed 
the paper manufacturers and other shippers in such a bad 
way that they decided to form an independent company 
with a capital of $50,000, though there is in reality $50,- 
000,000 back of the new organization. It has been a long 
and tedious fight, but the manufacturers seemingly won 
their point. This week the propulsion of boats by gasoline 
power started, and a busy season is anticipated. The com- 
pany could buy no boats, as the large corporation had 
monopolized the field, purchasing all available boats. Major 


Fox, of the Fox Paper Company, of Lockland, turned the* 


Monitor over to the company pending the completion of 
several new boats. The Monitor was overhauled, and an 
expert introduced gasoline power with successful results. 
The speed attained was 5 miles an hour, much better than 
the mules can make. 

The construction of the Monitor marks a revolution in 
canal traffic, which seems to play quite an important part 
in the paper manufacturing business of the valley. The 





boat is driven by a propeller located in a chamber where 
the water is drawn up and then lowered overt the wheel 
and passed out under the stern of the boat. The boat 
riding over the water, churned by the propeller, catises 
the water to lose its force, and when it emerges from 
under the boat is flows gently astern. The boat does not 
wash the banks. M. V.

News paper in sheets is being quoted at 
2.30@2.40c., with the demand fair. Writings continue un- 
changed in prices, although the volume of business in them 
is considerably less than it was last month. Side Runs of 
News paper are reported firm at 2c. The popularity of 
Side Runs or White Manila is considered one of the in- 
teresting features of the trade, especially in view of the 
fact that consumers are now paying about 2%c. for Side 
Runs, when they can buy No. 2 Wood Manilas for be- 
tween 24%@2%c. The consumers who have been “edu- 
cated” up to the use of White Manilas are now loath to 
go back to the regular Manila paper, much as the man- 
ufacturers of the latter would like to have them. Butchers’ 
Manila and Butchers’ Fibres are in slow demand because 
of the strike in that line of trade. Wrapping papers of 
all kinds are moving only moderately, as is usual at this 
time of year. With the mills the volume of new business 
in Manilas is rather small, and for that reason it is claimed 
that some of the manufacturers are cutting prices to keep 
their mills going during the dull months. Tissues con- 
tinue fairly firm at the old figures, although the demand is, 
of course, considerably less than it was last month.
